SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. I. — The 
mystery surrounding the death

Chief of Police Wm. J. Biggy, who 
was lost overboard from

night, seems impenetrable.

belief owing to the fact that

was under an official cloud because 
of the charges brought against him 
of neglect of duty and incompetence 


growing out of the suicide of Mo> 
ris Haas, and the attempted assas­ 
sination of Heney. 
“Did He Fall, or Wa* He Pushed7* 


No one saw Biggy jump or 
fall 
over the boat's rail. 
His disappear­ 
ance was first noted by Wm. Murphy, 
engineer of the launch, several min­ 
utes after the chief of police 
had 
started to walk to the cabin, remark­ 
ing that he was not “feeling well." 
Murphy, who was the ony other oc­ 
cupant of the boat, headed at once 
for the dock in this city and rushed 
to headquarters, where he reported 
the disappearance of his chief. 
Murphy was in tears and on 
the 
verge of a nervous breakdown. 
He 
was placed under arrest, pending the 
investigation of the mystery. 
A number of police boats and tugs 
were dispatched to search for the 
body, but up to 9 o’clock today It 
had not been found. 
Conference Holds Mystery. 
Biggy had been to Belvidere for a 
conference with Police Commissioner 
Hugo D. Kiel. 
What the commis­ 
sioner had to say to his chief of po­ 
lice and what was the general 
sub­ 
ject of the conference is not 
yet 
known. 
Those who believe 
Biggy*s 
death to have been suicide, attach 
especial significance to the meeting 
between the commissioner and chief. 
Did Not Search Haas. 
The charges against Biggy grew 
out of the attempt to fix the blame 
for the suicide of Haas. 
Biggy was 
blamed for not having searched Haas 
carefully enough to discover in his 
possession the revolver with which 
i he killed himself in his cell. 
Biggy 
placed the blame on Police Captain 
Duke.

ter race war between the German ele­ 
ment of the population and rival na­ 
tionalities that is sweeping this half 
of the dual empire.

I people are parading Abe streets, de­

VIENNA, Dec. I.—A

commercial panic is threatened today 
as the result of the Turkish boycott.
